ARRANGE FOR CORONATION 


GREAT NAVAL DISPLAY IN 1915 


Gigantic Aggregation of The Navies 
of the World in The 
United States 
Washington.—Washington will be 
the scene of one of the greatest naval 


spectacles ever attempted in connec- 
tion with the Pan-American canal ex- 
position in 1915, if the provisions of 
an amendment to the exposition bill 
to to be offered by Senators Martin 
and Swanson of. Virginia are carried 
out. The amendment will provide 
that the navies of the world en route 
to the exposition shall be asked to as- 
semble first at Hampton Roads, Va. 

There they will be reviewed by the 
president, the members of the cabinet 
and the nayal authorities of the world, 
Then Hampton Roads will be made 
the base from which a detachment 
!will be sent to Washington, there to 
participate in a grand international 
parade. 

It is believed that the occasion will 
result in the getting together of such 
an aggregation of fighting ships and 
fighting men of the sea as the world 
has never seen before. 

Assembled after the various fune- 
tions, maval and social, have been 
completed at the national capital, the 
assembled navies o the world will de- 
part in a grand parade of the monster 
fighting machines. They will make 
their way through the completed 
canal, demonstrating its possible ca- 
pacity for handling any emergency. 


B. C. MINISTER EXONERATED 


The Coronation of King George, June 
22, Will Be an Imposing 
Function 
London.—The executive committee, 
having in charge the plans relative to 
the coronation of King George, met 
recently and completed tentative ar- 
rangements which will, if anything, 
be on a more extensive scale than at 
the time of King Edward VII.’s coro-

The route of procession to West- 
minster Abbey, on June 22, will be 
the same as on the last occasion. 

The royal progress * through the 
capital, after the ceremony, which was’ 
postponed in Edward’s time owing to 
the King’s delicate health will take 
place on June 23. 

Still another royal procession to the 
Guildhall for the coronation entertain. 
ment has been arranged for a subse- 
quent day. 

The coronation festivities will last 
from June 10 to June 30, and will in- 
clude a naval review at Spithead, at 
which the King will be present and 
probably a military review and royal 
reception in honor of the colonial and 
forsee envoys. 

Colonial contingents of troops . will 
aggregate during the coronation fes- 
| tivities about two-thousand, of which 
'5 per cent. will be officers. The con- 
tingents will be encamped in Alex- 
andra Park.

LESSON 1V.—FIRST QUARTER, 


FOR JAN. 22, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xvi, 16-33. 
Memory. Verses, ~ 26-30—Golden 
Text, Prov. xiv, 34—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. . 


Today we are introduced to two of 
the worst kings in all the history of 
the ten tribes, Omri and Ahab. Of the 
former it is written that he wrought 
evil in the eyes of the Lord and did 
worse than all that. were before him, 
and of the latter it is written that he 
did evil in the sight of the Lord above 
all that were before him and did more 
to provoke the Lord God of Israel to 
anger than all the kings of Israel that 
were before him (verses 25, 30, 33). 
What a record of increasing iniquity 
and how great the long suffering of 
Jehovah that could bear with it! But 
we must consider that evér since the 
serpent tempted Eve, and how much 
longer we do not know, God has pa- 
tiently borne with the devil and will 
continue to bear with -him till the 
time of Rev. xx, 1-3. While there is no 
hope for that great adversary revealed 
in Scripture, as to men it is written 
that the Lord is long suffering toward 
us, not. willing that any should per- 
ish, but that all should come to re- 
pentance (Il. Pet. iii, 9). 

The greatest sinner may be saved if 
he will only turn from his sin to God, 
but for all who will not turn there is 
naught but the flaming fire and venge- 
ance of II. Thess. i, 8, 9, the lake 
which burneth with fire and  brim- 
stone of Rev. xxi, 8 If any will not 
receive the truth God will let them 
believe a lie, and for all who will not 
bow to the word of God there is no 
morning for them (II Thess. ii, 11, 12; 
Isa. vili, 20; margin -and R.V.). «In 
all the history of the ten tribes there 
was not one ruler who feared the 
Lord, but all walked in the way. of 
Jeroboam, the son of Nabat, who 
made Israel to sin (verses 26, 31). 

During the forty-one years of the 
reign of Asa over Judah, who was on 
the whole a good king and most of the 
time did right in the sight of the 
Lord, six of the kings of the ten tribes 
either reigned or began to reign, and 
each one is mentioned by name in 
connection with the year of Asa’s 
reign when he began to reign (xv, 25, 
28, 33; xvi, 8, 10, 15, 283, 29). No less 
than eight times do we find Asa men- 
tioned in connection with the names 
of these kings, and it is to me sugges- 
tive of the wheat and tares of one of 
our Lord’s parables, concerning which 
He said, “‘Let both grow together till 
the harvest.”” .In this case it was not 
difficult to. distinguish the righteous 
from the wicked, but often we cannot 
tell here, wheat and tares in some 
stages of growth look so much alike. 

The wicked prosper, are not in trou- 
ble like other men, they are proud 
and lofty and very often die peace- 
fully (Ps. lxxiii, 2-12), and Asaph is 
not the. only one perplexed thereby. 
The righteous and the wicked die, 
and often their bodies lie side by 
side in the eemetery, and where is the 
difference? The upright shall have 
dominion over them in the morning 
of the first resurrection, when only the 
bodies of the righteous shall rise from 
the dead (Ps. xlix, 14). When we re- 
turn with Christ then shall we more 
fully discern between the righteous 
and the wieked, between him that 
serveth God and him that serveth 
Him not (Mal, iii, 18). 

Rulers like Omri and Ahab. will 
flourish greatly at the end of this age 
under the patronage of the antichrist 
and his companion the false prophet 
who will net hesitate to blaspheme 
God and. His name and make war
